REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/28/08 have been fully considered and they are not persuasive. Applicant suggests the examiner 
misinterpreted the previous argument because Applicant does not argue that the amended claims are patentable because the 
article disclosed in Alemany is not "identical" to the claimed article. However, the examiner has interpreted Applicant's 
arguments to mean that Alemanv does not disclose an absorbent where the absorbent core and the insult point of Alemanv are 
identical structures. As previously argued by the examiner, this feature is not claimed. The term 'substantially equal" does not 
require the zones to be identical, but allows for some differences in basis weights between the zones. Substantially equal basis 
weights does not denote identical core and insult points. These elements can be substantially identical in other ways such as 
color, thickness, length, width, etc. Thus, a substantially equal basis weight doe not have the same scope as 'substantially 
identical". What is required by the claims is the absorbent core has a basis weight substantially equal to the basis weight of the 
insult point. Applicant argues Alemanv teaches an acquisition zone with a lower basis weight from the storage zone. .
